sugar  and  whale  oil,  as  well  as  providinR  for 
reserves  of  foodstuffs  generally,  forage,  fertl- 
llaers  and  oil.  Ih  what  is  planned  no  particular 
effort  l.s  being  made  by  the  Government  to  place 
agricultural  production  in  Great  Britain  on  a 
vrmr  footing,  for  that  course  wodM~  Involve  too 
much  of  a  .strain  on  national  flnanr  rs  and  seriou.s 
contraction  In  the  exporting  Industries.

OoiquiU 
and  Headman's  Rlvei.^,  and  I  found 
that  through  the  exceptK>nal  dry 
weather  nothing  was  ai^^tally  enter- 
ing the  waters  m  any  one  case,  the 
dry  ground  absorbing  any  overflow 
between  septic  tanks  and  water. 

If  wooer  eaae  the  Saaaieh  au- 
thesMee  to  dealing  with  further 


buildings  and  sewage  connection  Is 
carried  ouU  there  is  no  laac  of 
pollution  to  this  end  of  Portage 
Inlet,  and  proper  septic  tanks  are 
installed.  Portage  Inlet  is  in  a  bad 
state  from  fungus  lying  upon  the 
surface.    It  requires  no  expert  to 
fix  the  eauee  of  the  pOlltttien  to  the 
Gone  and  Pertaga.  One  need  only 
watch    the    tides    on    our  local 
beaches,  coming  in  and  bringing  the 
garbage  and  other  debris  from  the 
sea.  espeelaUy  when  a  slow  and 
quiet  tide  is  coming  in.  Any  matter 
that  is  on  the  edge  of  the  waters 
Is  gradually  brushed  forward  farther 
and  eventually  left  behind  on  a  re- 
ceding tlde^  there  not  being  suffi- 
cient •wash"  to  take  it  back.  Here 
l.s  tl^ie  cause  of  pollution.  Watching 
the   tide   coming  in  and  up  the 
Oorge.   it   slowly   and  gradually 
brings  in  the  polhitton  from  the 
Indaitrlal  end.  and  Ju.'-t  a.s  .slowly, 
on  the  fall  of  Ude.  leaves  behind 
what     on  the  edge  or  sldee.  Thii 
gradually  gets  worse,  day  by  day, 
as  is  evidenced  by  the  sute  of 
Portage  Inlet.    All  thLs  u  remedied 
by   the   large  quantity  of  ficsh 
water  entering  from  IsqulmaH  end 
through  the  channel.    This  force 
would  take  all  the  out*kie«  of  Por- 
Ugo  Inlet  and  the  rivers,  clearing 
out  and  leaving  behind  only  fresh] 
ealt  water,  and  no  pollution  could 
pass  upward  from  the  Selkirk  past 
the    Harriet    Road    part    of  the 
narrows.  When  the  tide  recedes,  the 
mUUons  of  gaUons  of  dean  water 
would  be  allowed   to  leeve  the 

Gorge,  rntering  into  the  Selkirk  top

Sir  Vruir  rrrpnt  editorial 
•  WhisUe  While  You  Work."  gives 
some  good  advice  as  well  as  some 
poor.  It,  Is  not.  as  you  state,  mere 
folly  to  suppoee  that  one  can.  by 
taktog  anxious  thought,  argue  one- 
self toto  peace  and  happiness.

The  Ohammapada, 
one  of  the  hOly  books  of  ihf  Ea.st 
begins  lU  first  verse:  "AU  that  we 
are  is  the  result  of  what  we  have 
thought;  it  is  founded  on  our 
thouRhtji,  It  Is  made  up  of  our 
thoughts.  If  a  man  speaks  ot  acts 
with  a  pore  thought,  happineeB  fol- 
lows him  like  a  shadow  (hat  never 
leaves  him." 

Tlie  tendency  to  dwell  upon  &ad 
things  is  not  pacUllar  to  Wordsworth 
alone.

There  are  forty-three  dlf- 
feroni  hobbies  represented  In  the 
I  work  done  there  and  the  club  has 
been  the  mean;  of  rescuing  youths 
who  wne  neRleoted  at  fhelr  homes 
and  were  on  the  way  to  become 
delinquents. 

■ThLs  Ls  the  an.-wer  tO  Juvenlle 
delinquency, '  .said  the  speaker.  He 
praLsed  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  churches 
and  other  organlzatloiu,  but  thaae 
did  not  reach  perhaps  the  youths 
who  came  from  honu-.s  tliat  lacked 
proper  home  environments.  Too, 
often  the  parents  through  their 
neglect  were  rcspon-slble  for  the  de- 
li nqitency  and  the  public  for  not 
pi  ovldlng*  the  proper  cure.
